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A «ew War Ship. 

• 

The Waivpite, another formidable 
vessel, has been launched ut i Jliiitliniii 
for the British navy, fc'lie is S 15 feel 
long and (5"J feet wide. The armament 
of the vessel is partly carried on liar 
bettesand part ly on the braodside, there 
being four largf armoured barbettes — 
two amidships (one on the port and 
one on the starboard side,) one toward 
the bows, another towards the stern. 
The guns will train upon the tops of 
the barbettes, and the powder and 
shells will be passed up from the maga 
by armoured shafts. The bar- 
bette guns will be four breech-loading 
18-ton guns, ami the guns on the broad 
sidos will be six G-in. armour-piercing 
breech-loading guns, yho .vill also car- 
ry twelve 6-pounder quick firing guns 
on the broadside; ten Nordenfelt guns, 
four of which will be fitted in towers 
on the sides, and four Uardner ma 
chine guns. The hull is furnished with 
six positions for discharging White- 
head torpedoes, of which she will car- 
ry twelve in time of peace, but the 
number will be increased during hostil- 
ities. Further tests made with the 
Nordenfelt gun by the British naval 
authorities exhibit the w< nde ful ca • 
lty of that weapon. It seems that * 
hardened stee! bullet, of seven and one 
fourth ounces weight, at a range of liOO 
yards, penetrated, at an angle of 45 de- 
grees, the side and boiler of a torpedo 
boat, as represented by a one six-teenth 
inch steel plate eighteen inche in front 
of a second steel plate one-half inch 
thick. On being fired directly end on 
at a torpedo boat, the bullet penei rat- 
ed the steel bow plate, on-sixteenth 
inch thick, at an angle of 10 degree*, 
and four bulkheads at right angles — 
and, striking the boiler, the bullet 
then indented the half inch steel plate 
penetrating it, to a depth of half an 
inch; subsequently, under similar con 
ditions, the plate was perforated alto- 
gether. The accuracy is also remarkable, 
the mean deviation at 300 yards of ten 
rounds fired slowly being 5.(i inches; 
and in respect to rapidity, the trials 
ashore marked I OS shots in a space of 
30 seconds. 

The Wearing of Mourning;, 

There is one old and long-established 
custom that women ought to possess 
moral courage and common sense 
enough to take into their own hands 
aim settle for themselves on a simple 
and permanent basis. It is the custom 
of wearing mourning for departed 
friends. The putting on and the taking 
ofl'of black within a certain time is in 
itself, instead of being a compliment, an 
insult to the dead. One does not put on 
and put olf one's sorrow in this way; 
there is, therefore, no reality in this 
fashion of symbolizing it. There is no 
reason, of course, why women should 
do violence to natural feeling and wear 
high colours and gay ornaments at a 
time when their hearts are saddened 
by heavy loss. Let them lay aside what 
tbey no longer take pleasure in, and 
wear their simplest, plainest, darkest 
dresses; but why lay aside what is per- 
fectly suitable and even in harmony 
with their own feelings and incur much 
unnecessary trouble and expense merely 
to put on garments a little deeper, a 
little darker, a little sadder, and which 
oblige an" entire change in the habits 
of life, the avoidance of much that 
would be healthful and salutary rather 
than harmful, the adapation of social 
conditions to the circumstances and 
accidents of an individual, and the ac- 
tual creation of a code of ethics the ob- 
servance of which depends on the 
presence or depth of a crape band ! The 
most ardent supporters of outward and 
visible signs of woe are those who are 
least sensitive to grief, but who like 
the novelty of an entire change of ward- 
robe and the pleasant excitement of 
finding out exactly what ought and 
what ought not to be. 

It is therefore the duty of any wo- 
man of position and influence in such 
communities to set an example in this 
direction, and afford the moral support 
of this influence to her poorer neigh- 
' hours. In cities women out of certain 
exclusion are fast emancipating them 
from their traditions. — Jenny. lune 



How it Peels to Kill a Ulan. 

"I believe 1 must liuve killed at 
least a dozen of the nemv during rny 
three years' service in the army," says 
Senator Charles V. Manderson of Ne- 
braska to a reporter. 

"One gets used to that sort of bus- 
iness, just as a surgeon becomes harden- 
ed and callous in his profession. The 
first man whom I killed was before 
Richmond, when McLellan was in 
command. 1 was doing picket duty at 
night near the bank of a creek, and had 
been cautioned to be especially watch- 
ful, as an attack was expected. I car- 
ried my musket half-cocked, and was 
startled by every rustle the wind made 
among the trees and dead leaves. It 
was some time after midnight that 1 
saw a confederate cavalryman dashing 
down the opposite side of the creek in 
my direction. As he was opposite J 
fired upon the horse, and it fell. The 
cavalryman regained his feet in a mom- 
ent, and had drawn his pistols- I ca.ll- 
el to him to surrender, but his only re- 
ply was a discharge from each revolver, 
fine bullet inflicted a flesh wound in 
my arm. Then 1 let him have it full 
in the breast! Tie leaped three feet in 
the air and fell with his face down. I 
knew 1 had finished him. 1 ran and 
jumped across the creek, picked him 
up and laid him on his back. The 
blood was rushing out of his nose and 
mouth, and poured in a torrent from 
the ragged hole in his breast. In less 
time than it takes to tell il he was dead, 
without, having said a word. Then my 
head began to swim, and 1 was sick at 
my stomach. I was overiome by nn 
indescribable horror of tin' deed I had 
d<ine. 1 trembled [all over, and 1 felt, 
as faint and weak as a kitten. It was 
with the greatest difficulty that 1 man- 
aged to get into earn p. There they 
laughed at me, but it was weeks before 
my nervous system recovered from the 
shock. Even in my dreams L saw the 
pale face of the dying cavalryman, and 
the spectre haunted me like a Nemesis 
long after I had gni the first shock of 
the affair. It was simply horrible, but 
in time 1 recovered, and at the close of 
the war I was quite as indifferent to 
ithe sacrifice of human life as you could 
magin." 

Another London Scandal. 

A society magazine says: Another 
celebrated case will be that of the gal- 
lant Earl of Huston, who will be the 
next, Duke of Orafton. The Earl seeks 
to get rid of his wife on the groir.id 
that the lady's first husband was alive 
when she became Countess of Eiston. 
Mis appearance in the witness box will 
be highly dramatic, for the lady has 
seen him, and declares she knows noth- 
ing about him. The facts are: Thirteen 
years ago Henry Fitzroy, eldest son of 
Lord Augustus Fitzroy, fell in love 
with a dubious woman known as Kate 
Cook, and unknown to his father, mar- 
ried her. .Most chronicles of tho peer- 
ago ignored the marriage. In 1882 the 
bridegroom's social position changed. 
Lord Augustus Fitzroy became seventh 
Duke of Grafton, Henry Fitzroy be- 
came Earl or Easton, Kate Cook be- 
came Countess of Easton, ami the fu- 
ture Duchess of Grafton. Troul ies 
arose, and they separated by mutual 
agreement. No fault being provi d a 
gainst the Countess since her marriage, 
the Earl in vain sought an excuse for 
divorce.

quires importance now trom the presence oi 
miners and railway workmen in that quar- 
ter, and the certainty of a great addition to 
their numbers in the spring. The provin- 
cial government every week receives letters 
and telegrams, especially from miners, lyhu 
are arraying prospecting companies, 
and ure in" doubt as to territorial questions. 
The government has to exercise of course 
both civil and criminal jurisdiction in that 
quarter; it has to provide for mining 
records; it has to issue mining licenses; 
it has to collect the provincial revenue Us, 
not only from miners and settlers, but from 
the thousands of railway workmen and 
officers, who will become liable to taxation 
whenever the}' are employed within pro- 
vincial territory. Hence the necessity for 
a provisional arrangement witU Canada as tv 
our eastern frontier; at any rate in certain 
localities. Without such an arrangement the 
province may lose very large sums of money 
to which it will be entitled, and there will 
be confused jurisdiction and consequent 
anarchy. This fact i* so plain that it is 
hardly necessary to mention it. It is among 
other things to make, if possible, a satis- 
factory provisional arrangement as to these 
matters, that Mr. Slid the lias visited Ottawa, 
The spring is opening; action is required itl 
once; correspondence on matters that may 
require explanation is proverbially slow, 
and would he especially so .luring the ses- 
sion of the Canadian parliament, when min- 
isters are lit their wit's end for minutes. 
The discussion of the general question of 
boundary between British Columbia and the 
Northwest territories, will take a very long 
time. What the situation demands now, is 
personal conference and explanations with 
a view to such a provisional arrangement us 
to localities as was made under similar cir- 
cumstances between Great Britain (acting 
lor Camilla) and the United States, in the 
Stickeeu region. The only regret is that 
the state of our own public busi- 
niss did not permit Mr. Smithe to vist Ot- 
tawa sooner. lint the above is, as we have 
said already, one only of several most 
important questions which the premier 
will discuss and advance at Ottawa, though 
it alone requires and justifies his visit, for 
the reasons above stated. Among these 
may be mentioned the breakdown of the 
local Indian department, which has been 
charged with the care of half the popula- 
tion of the province. The large areas 
assigned to the Indians are not utilized. 
Indian criminal offences cause an increased 
pressure yearly on the provincial exchequers 
Mal-administration creates ugly situations 
which the province may be expected to deal 
with. It is impossible to dis ss usefully 
such a matter as this with local officials who 
are implicated, and who, it would seem, in 
one of the gravest troubles now existing, 
have failed to make known the real facts tit 
Ottawa, of winch the Indians complain. 
There also is, as we have said already, the 
Halifax award question, which involves a 
large income annually to the province. 
This question was entirely neglected by the 
late government, but was taken up and so 
pressed by the pieseut government in official 
correspondence, and in conferences respect- 
ing it, with Sir Alexander Campbell, that a 
favorable result is confidently expected. 
But the arrangement is not yet definitely 
concluded, atid everyone who understands : 
politics, and particularly questions of tin- 
nature of this equitable claim, knows that 



guishable "main chain," as «aightmake a 1 
frontier in the collection of mountain And 
hilly ranges known as the Rocky moun- \ 
ttiinu. The Rocky mountains in our ter- 
ritory in fact, are composed of many 
longer and shorter interlocked ranges- 
five of them at least— which have n gene- 
ral parallelism N. W. and S. E., though 
running transversely in parts. They are 
not separated orographioally from the 
general surface of the whole territory, 
westward to the I'acihe Ocean. Canada, 
years ago was territorially, far from 
this colony. British Columbia was erect- 
ed out of "wild and unoccupied territor- 
ies" of the Crown. The intention was 
that the whole of the peculiar and cwnti- 
nuosly similar territory from and inclu- 
ding the Rocky mountains to the Pacific 
Ocean, should be included in it. It never 
was intended to detacli front the peculiar 
and continuously similar surface of British 
Columbia, a comparatively narrow strip 
along its eastern edge, and attach that 
strip to a transmontane plain region lying 
easterly from the colony, with entiioly 
different physical and climatic character- 
istics. It is in reference to the amended 
Imperial Statute, broadly and reasonably 
interpreted, in the light of great physical 
facts, that the general question will have 
to be discussed and adjusted. These 
facts will be found to favor the interests 
of the province. There is nothing tiiat 
we can discover to justify the adoption of 
a watershed boundary. A good deal, 
iiiferentiiilly, may be said against it. A 
"summit" boundary is not mentioned m 
the statute; and if it were, wo might ask 
how the summit lines of at least five inter- 
locked ranges could be adopted as a 
frontier. We merely open the question, 
without pursuing it at present further, 
until Jwe know the formal arguments 
that may be used respectively on the part 
of the province and of Canada. Our con- 
temporary tries to make nut a case against 
the province, but we do not think the 
Canadian Government will much thank it 
for its support . For our part, serious 
discussion with our contemporary on a 
great public quest ion of this sort is like 
hunting a rat witti a pack of hounds— 
there is neither utility nor pastime in the 
undertaking. 

CONDENSATION. 



The great principle of the modern 
newspaper is condensation, by which two 
advantages are gained— first, a greater 
variety of subjects can be dealt with, and 
secondly, no one reader is apt to be bored 
by the unnecessary length of articles or 
extracts which do not particularly inter 
est him, to the exclusion of other matters 
that do. The principle of condensation 
is not, however, a very easy one to carry 
out, as there are so many temptations 
presented to an editor to break through 
the rule, and there are also many cases of 
necessity in which it is almost, impossible 
to avoid it. If an editor, however, turns 
out a dull and heavy paper he has to pay 
for his short -comings, though he is often 
assisted in this result by bis "valued 
but irresponsible correspondents, These 
men will sit down in the most playful 
manner and write a column and a half (and 
sometimes awfully "bad copy" at that) on 
some hobby, which however interesting 
to themselves is not calculated to exhilar- 
ate the general public, but which might 
pass, if the writer had remembered that 
ids neighbor had to read the paper as 
himself, and only indulged in a half 



cohunii, It is always disagreeable 
the session of parliament at Ottawa is the havo to withhold correspondence on ac 



critical time in which to watch and press it. 
so that we may not be deprived of our fail- 
share of what other provinces, which have 
little sympathy with our province, are de- 
manding and will get. Any one of the 
above questions, not to mention others con- 
nected with the \ital interests of the prov- 
ince in the near future, not only justify, 
but absolutely require, the visit of the pre- 
mier to Ottawa at this time, and we think 
we may prophecy that his mission will be- 
snecessful — at any rate, it will not have for 
its result a demand for 312,U0t) upon the 
provincial treasury, a law suit, and an asset 
of useless maps ami reprinted statements. 

THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

Our morning contemporary, writing 
again yesterday upon the eastern boundary 
question, shows conclusively in further 
opening its' pedlar's box of information 
that it is ludicrously ignorant of the facts, 
the history and importance of the subject. 
It is not our intention to go fully into 
matters which we shall have to argue here- 
after, but at present after flinging our 
contemporary's cheap-jack wares buck 
into its padlar's box and kicking the 
whole to one side, we may indicate gene- 
rally some features of the question. It is 
deplorable that a British Columbian jour- 
nal should try to argue against British 
Columbian interests. But this action is 
culpable to the verge of treason, "when its 
editor has nothing but such stuff as the 
following to otl'er to the public as an excuse 
for his conduct. "Our eastern boundary 
question is settled, "he says, "because it is 
described in a "Statute. " The ans.vcr to 
this of course is that the boundaries of all 
British colonies are described in "Statu- 
tes." The question in the present case is 
what the Imperial Statute means/ Next, 
the editor promulgates his personal ukase 
that "of course, you know, my good fel- 
low, the whole thing is the sinuosities of 
the apices;" information for which, 
doubtless, the public will thank him. 
Then, the editor, in his zeal to damage 
provincial interests, introduces us to a 
map-compiler and to a maker of geography 
books. The question is said to be settled 
because the Hon. .1. W . Trutch in com - 
piling a map of British Columbia in 1871, 
dotted a line somewhere along the Rocky 
mountains. Lastly a Mr. Lovell of Mont- 
real is quoted from and described as the 
interpreter of our territorial rights. But 
this eminent "authority" is himself so 
ignorant of the matter that he has quoted 
the words of a repi aled Imperial statute 
which the equallv ignorant editor uf our 
contemporary at * ts. It is hirdly con- 
ceivable, thai a p.ibnc journal in this city 
has concocted and published stuff like, the 
above on such a grave public question as 
the adjustment of our eastern frontier. 
Comment on such conduct is useless, the 
only thing to be done is as above said, to 
kick the whole pack of nonsense on one 
side, and give our readers a little view of 
the general question as it occurs to us, 
without knowing the views of the provin- 
cial government respecting it. 

There has been no delineation of our 
eastern boundary on this ground, and no 
authoritative delineation of it on any map. 
The Imperial Act of 1858, which created 
the colony, described its boundaries. 
It spoke of a main chain of rocky moun- 
tains. This is the act which the above 
named maker of geography books quotes 
from, not knowing that it was repealed. 
When and why was that act 
repealed? It was repealed in 1 SOU, 
and the words "main chain" were omitted 
in the amended act then passed. What 
wus the reason for this change ! It was 
because the Imperial Government not 
the fear of Mr. Lovell of Montreal, or 
our contemporary, before their oyes, bu- 
itanio aware fliat there was no such disliii 



count of its diffuseneas, but it is often 
still more disagreeable to have to insert it 
to the exclusion of more generally inter- 
esting niattor. We are willing to accommo- 
date correspondents as far as possible, and 
in return we trust they will do their best 
to aid us by cultivating brevity.

Turned in the direction of the Valley 
of the Nile, the attention of the civilized 
world is concentrated upon one man who 
bears not alone his life and fortune in his 
hand. Charles Gordon has entered tho 
Soudan entrusted with a special mission 
by the English government. The hero 
of numerous daring military exploits and 
brilliant diplomatic achievements he has 
undertaken at the command of his sover- 
eign a duty which, if successful, will per- 
haps bo the crowning triumph of a re- 
markable career. Just what General 
Gordon's mission is to the world at large, 
may be, perhaps, not clear, but thirf he 
understands its import, in nil its bearings 
no ono will dispute. His appointment 
has been received with expressions of 
satisfaction on all sides. He came of 

FA MI I. V OK .sol. HI tuts 
on his father's side, with a military re 
cord running back a century and a half. 
Bis great-grandfather was u Highlander, 
who fought by the side of tho "bloody" 
Duke of Cumberland at Cullodun, and 
his grandfather fought with distinction at 
Minorca, and was with Wolfe on the 
Plains of Abraham. The late Lieut. - 
General Henry William Gordon, of the 
Royal Artillery, a man of marked indi- 
viduality, and a good and t plete sol 

dier, was his lather. The youngest of 
eleven children, Charles Gordon, was not 
robust, and during the course of his edu- 
cation at Taunton ami at the Royal Mill 
tary Academy at Woolwich failed to ac- 
complish anything especially noteworthy. 
His first taste of active military life came 
in 1855 in the trenches before Sehastopol, 
He was then a lieutenant of Knginoors. 
In one of his letters ho tells how, alter 
being tired upon first by the Ktiglish sen- 
tries and then by the Russian pickets, ami 
after the boarding parly and sentries 
under his command hail bolted, he was 
able to carry ont his first definite order on 
active service. This was to ull'ecl a junc 
tion by means of rifle oils between the 
French ami English sentries who were 
stationed iu advance of Che trenches 
Even al this early period of his soldiering 
evidence of military capacity is not want 
ing, and the serene, earnest, religious fer- 
vour which has since been characteristic 
of tho man was already distinctly marked. 
Speaking of the death of one of the cap- 
tains at this time, Gordon wrote: — "The 
shell burst above him, and, by what is 
called chance, struck him in the back, 
killing him at one." Gordon regarded

Then followed other important 
work for the War Office, in which he ex 
hibited rare tact and energy.

When tho Taepings be- 
came more active in the country round 
Shanghai, Gordon's experience of the 
Chinese — for he had employed his spare 
time iu studying tho character and coun- 
try of tho pooplo - was called into requi- 
sition for the purpose of clearing the dis- 
trict round that great place of trade the 
insurgents. His measures were com- 
pletely successful, and when he had 
driven the Taepings back to the line of 
the Grand Canal he zealously devoted 
himself to tho task of personally survey- 
ing tho whole country for a distance of HO 
I miles round Shanghai.

husbands and brothers thereby, sending 
to parliament men whose lives are up- 
right, whoso principles are pure, whoso 
word is sacred and to whom we can trust 
tho making of laws that will improve our 
country, strengthen our morals, and pro- 
tect our homes. And should wo not, as 
mothers and sisters, be interested in these 
groat questions which not only affect us 
but will more certainly affect ourchildren? 
Our characters probably wore formed in 
countries far away, where perhaps morals 
were purer, infidelity less pronounced, 
sabbath breaking and intemperance less 
frequently seen ; but our childrons' char- 
acters will be formed here and that not 
only by their home surroundings, but by 
thu morality of the citizens among whom 
they live. We do not want our door 
yards to he tho barrier across which if 
our boys and girls step they will be in 
danger of being lured to haunts of vice 
and corruption. As wo want the air in 
which they live to he pure so that their 
bodies will bo strong and healthy, so do 
wo want the moral atmosphere all through 
our province JLo bo free from poisonous 
airs, and unhealthy odors. And is it not 
our duty as mothers and sisters to nue 
every means, improve every opportunity 
to accomplish this. Is the ballot not, 
an opening by which we. may do much in 
assisting to elect those men who will crush 
the liquor traffic, and close those dens of 
iniquity and sin which abound iu our 
midst, and thus wo shall do much for 
Cod and homo and native laud.

In 18(11, having got together an army of 
somo -100,000 followers, he proclaimed 
himself the Heavenly King, the Emperor 
of the Great Peace. After a devasting 
march of 700 miles, during which his 
robber hordes were conatKhtly augment- 
ed, he captured Nankin and established 
himself in royal state. Li Hung Chang, 
the Chinese Bismarck, as he has since been 
called, applied to lien. Stavely to appoint 
a British otlicer to the command of the 
rascally hordes collected by Ward and 
Burgevine, and railed the '-Ever Victori 
ous Army,' a name which it had far from 
justified theretofore. Gordon was chosen 
and ho accepted the command, not without 
hesitation, iu the following March. He 
at once carried the war into the enemy's 
oountry. He attacked and captured after 
a fow hours' bombardment, Fushan, a rebel 
stronghold, which commanded Chan/.u, a 
loyal city, ten miles inland. His subse- 
quent operations were equally successful. 
tiii; magic wand. 
In almost, all engagements Cordon 
found it necessary tn be constantly in the 
front, and often to lead in person. The 
oflicers were brave men enough, but were 
not always ready to face their desperate 
antagonists. Gordon, in his mild way, 
would take one or other of those by tho 
arm and lead him into the thick of the. 
fire. He always went unarmed himself 
even wdion foremost in tho breach, lie 
never recognised danger; lo him a shower 
of bullets was no more than a hail storm. 
He carried no weapons to direct his 
troops — he had but a little cane, and this 
soon won for itself tho name of "Gordon's 
magic wand of victory," His Chinese 
followers, seeing him always victorious, 
always forem ist iu ilia light, concluded 



hat it was his wand that insured him 
protection. The idea encouraged the 
ever victorious army greatly, and was of 
more service to tho young commander 
than all the arms he could have borne. 
Fighting his way through tremendous 
obstacles, hampered by treachery and 
jealousies in his own camp scarcely less 
than by the fire of the enemy, ho com- 
pletely crushed a most formidable and 
outrageous rebellion with which tho Im- 
perial Government had grappled in vain 
for nearly fifty years. Peace and order 
were restored to tho Empire. The 
Heavenly King hanged all his wives, and 
then committed suicide, and Gordon was 
honored as 

TllK SAVIOUR OK THE KM PI UK. 
He was made a mandarin of the first rank 
and offered a magnificent palace, with a 
fortune of $50, 000,000, but he declined 
all pecuniary reward. He remained in 
China after thu rebellion only until he 
had disbanded the army under his com- 
mand; then rejoining his corps of en- 
gineers, he sailed for England. His ex- 
ploits received no official recognition 
whatever in England, excepting his pro- 
motion ono grade to a colonelcy. On his 
arrival home he refused all the invitations 
and notices thrust upon him by distin- 
guished pooplo, honestly despising nolo 
riety and enjoying obscurity . lie devot- 
ed his time to helping and educating the 
poor, all in I he most quiet and modest 
way possible. Six years of his life while 
in command at Uravesend were spent in 
the slums, hospitals, and workhouses, 
spending every penny not needed for tho 
expenses id' his frugal living, and oven 
selling his gold medals for the relief of 
poverty and misery. In 1871 he was ap- 
pointed British Commissioner to the 
European Commission of tho Danube. 
There he served quietly and assiduously in 
a position fur below his deserts, for three 
years. Early in 1S7-I he accepted service 
under the Khedive as

He was offered JL'10,000 a year, but posi- 
tively declined to accept more than L"-'0t)0. 
Sebehr Bahama, called the Black Pasha, 
had attained great inthieiice in Upper 
Kgypt as king of the slave dealers, and 
the Khedive feared his power. Under 
the mask of a philanthropic desire lo put 
down tin? slave trade, the Khedive com- 
missioned Gordon to proceed against him. 
(lordotl undertook the work with his 
characteristic spirit, and proceeded at 
once to Khartoum with a small retinue, 
lie stayed there but eight days, and after 
issuing a degree prohibiting the organiza- 
tion of armed bands and the importation 
of tire-arms or gunpowder, continued his 
journey up the Nile. Twonty-four days 
afterward he arrived at Gondokoro, his 
seat of government. He atonco set him- 
self al. work to relieve the suffering] of 
his people and win their confidence. His 
action with the slaves was prompt, fear- 
leas, and resolute. Abou Saoud, an ex- 
slaver, whom ho had tried to reform and 
helped by giving him a place on his stall', 
repaid his kindness by attempting to fo- 
ment a revolt among the blacks. Ho bo- 
came greatly interested in exploring t he 
lake region' of equutnrical Africa. At 
the close of a severe campaign in Uppor 
Egpyt, he returned to England for a 
short visit. During this time his name 
was vigorously brought forward by the 
press in connection with the Governor- 
ship of Bulgaria. Gordon, however, felt 
that he could do nothing without consult- 
ing the Khedive, though he went back to 
Egypt determined to resign his position 
unless his powers were increased. His 
visit to the Khodive resulted in the re- 
moval of Ismail Yacoub, and the appoint- 
ment of Gordon as Governor-General of 
the Soudan, with Darf our and tho Equa- 
torial Provinces. He was also empowered 
to nogociate with King John regarding 
the dispute between Abyssinia and Kgypt. 
A t ier many adventures with the Arab 
robber tribes, several lights with the re- 
volted slave-dealers, and lulling a prison- 
er to King John, he resigned his position 
and returned again to England. He. had 
made a magnificent light against the 
slave trade, but was forced to abandon 
the task for want of support. During 
five years ho toiled in this cause with un- 
flagging zeal, and when he resigned the 
powers with which the Khedive had en- 
trusted him, it was admitted that ho had 
not merely put a stop to the worst evils of 
the traffic iu slaves, but that he had pre- 
pared a way for the emancipation of the 
Soudanese in 1880, should the Egyptian 
Government of (hat day possess the force 
and the will to make good its bond. He 
had been in London but a few weeks, 
strenuously tesisting all efforts of fashion- 
able society to lionize him, but receiving 
everywhere tho title of 

"TllK UNCItOWNKP KIVO," 

when it was announced that he had accept- 
ed the appointment of private secretarj to 
Lord Itipou, Viceroy of India. He accom- 
panied Lord Ripou to India, and suddenly 
resigned on reaching Bombay. Here he re- 



Soudau. Ho would limit the authority of 
E^ypt in Central Africa to the region lying 
between the Red Sea and the Nile, bound- 
ed on the south by a frontier running from 
Senaar to Massowah. Khartoum, as a 
great military, political and commercial 
centre, he would retain.

ing already been interred just about where 
Mr. W. It. Black's and Sheriff Setter's 
houses now stand. Mr. Knott again sold 
tho land to Mr. Chas. House for §200 or 
S.'IOO, but in making out the papers he did 
not make any stipulations regarding the 
reservation, and Mr. House claimed the 
whole property to the banks of tho slough. 
The church wardens wanted to light the 
claim, but Mr. George would not acqui- 
esce to it, as both Air.

MILLIONS. 

Vast Fortunes Suddenly l>t- 
veloped]rroni Bell's T«-l«;- 
pltpne Invention. 

The fortunes made in connection 
with the organization and business of 
the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany are numerous and phenomenal. 
No other enterprise in recent years has 
given such returns to those who wore 
engaged in orjconnected with it. Started 
bub a fow short years ago, with its stock 
selling at a nominal (igure, it has risen 
with such rapidity that men have be 
conio millionaires before they were 
aware of it, while hundreds of others 
have amassed a larger fortune than 
they ever expected to possess in the 
shortlspace of from three to six years. 
Alexander Graham Bell the originator 
of the enterprise, resided for a number 
of years in Brantford, Ont. He and 
his father made a speciality of teaching 
articulation to the mute — those whose 
vocal powers lacked training because 
the power of hearing was lacking. Dur- 
ing this time he was making experi- 
ments, and it is believed it was then

At the time of 
the great light between the Western 
Union and the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany the latter was apparently getting 
the worst of it, when the Blake trans 
mitter made it appearance, and fortune 
at once began to dawn upon the young 
company. It is not known definitely 
whether anybody was interested with 
Blake in this invention, but it is pretty 
certain, according to all reports, that 
the latter got a very large sum from the 
Bell Company for his invention, and 
he also secured considerable stock, as 
well as a royalty on the patent. His 
share in the stocks and the royalty 
from his invention have netted him a 
fortune which will approximate 
000,000. 

At the time that William 11. Forbes 
first invested in the telephone the stock 
was selling very low — .somewhere from 
$20 to $40 per share. The stocks had 
since been "watered" by giving the 
holder of every share seven new shares, 
am! the eight are now worth more than 
§150 each, making a raise of from S'JO 
to 81,200 or more. Gossip has it that 
Mr. Forbes burrowed or received 8<>0,- 
000 from his fatherto put into telephone 
stocks, and that this has swelled to a 
larger fortune than his father owned. 
He is credited with being worth from 
.-j.5,000,000 to $S,000,060. He lives 
in luxury and splendor at Milton. 
Theodore N. Vail is General Manager 
of the company. He was at one time 
a telegraph operator in the employ of 
the Union Pacific Railway Company, 
but by perseverance aud integrity he 
gradually worked his way up to the 
position of Superintendent of the mail 
service, a very responsible position. 
From this he came to the Bell Tele 
phone Company, with small fortune, but 
large faith and energy. Rumor gives 
him adout .*2, 000,000. Perhaps he is 
worth more. He resides at the South 
End and has a magnificent residence, 
with all the modern improvements. 
Hp: also has web-stocked farm in New 
Hampshire, in which he takes a great 
deal of interest and pride. As a bus- 
iness man he has few equals. When 
the company was in its infancy, perhaps 
there was no one who better understood 
its value and could foresee the rich re- 
turns that were in store for the share- 
holders than Gardner G. Hubbard. He 
fearlessly invested something like 
•*!l00,00b in the company, and this 
money has yielded him a return of up- 
ward of $."1,000,000. Prominent among 
those who went into the enterprise in 
its early days may be mentioned Alex- 
ander Cochran and C. P. Bowditch of 
Boston, and Thomas Sanders of Haver- 
hill. A gentleman well informed in 
this matter told the writer these gentle- 
men had considerable wealth when 
they first went into it, and only put in 
a portion of their money.

How to Test Silk. 

An experienced buyer of silks says 
that a good test to secure one from 
being deceived in the quality of black 
silk is to pinch a specimen on the bias 
and afterwards pull it in an opposite 
direction. If the crease made by the 
pinch looks like a similar fold in a 
piece of writing, reject the piece unhesi- 
tatingly. On the contrary, if the mark 
smooths out and is hardly distinguish- 
able, it is safe to purchase. It is also 
advisable that before making up a silk 
it is an excellent plan to open it the full 
length, and heap it up in loose folds 
on a square bed or table. Every few 
days the silk should bo lightly tossed 
about, and drawn through the hands, 
by whieh means the "store" crease 
made by folding the silk Hat. and which 
is the first part to cut, becomes less ac- 
centuated, and a pliability is produced 
that greatly increases the chances of 
satisfactory wear.
